Sir: 

This is an appeal from the final rejection of Claims 23-30. 

I. REAL PARTY IN INTliKFST 

The assignee is US Philips Corporation, a Delaware Corporation. A parent corporation of 
the assignee is Koninklijke Philips Rlectronics, N. V., a corporation ol'lhc Netherlands. 

II. RF.I.A rCD APPEALS AND TNTliRFFRliNCFS 

Applicant i.s not aware of any related appeals or in interliaienceH. 
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111. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 23-27 aiid 29-30 stand rejected under 35 USC section 103 over US Pat. No. 
6,216,141 (Straub) m view of US Pal. No. 5,758,9.^4 (Flutka). 

Claim 28 .stands rejected over Straub, Fiutka and US Fat No. 6,693,652 (Barrus). 

■["he prior rejeclion under section 101 has been withdrawn by the Kxaminer. 

Claims 2-3 and 17-18 have been cancelled. 

Claims 1,4-16, 19-22, and 3 1 -34 have a withdrawn status. 

rV. S TATUS OF AMliNDMJ^NTS 

There were comments, but no amendment under section 1 16. 

V. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJJiCT MATTER 

The dispute here relates primarily to how words in the claims diould be inteiprcted. 

Claim 23 recites a graphical user interface including a screen adapted for use in a 
hori/.ontal plane. This is illustrated m Fig. 1 seecspeciany page 6, line 14 Qirough page 9, line 4, 
where a screen is illustrated ax 1 0 1 in a tabic 1 00. The screen is in th« plane, not merely 
surrounded by the plane, but in the plane. TTic graphical user interface includes display elements. 
The display elements include at least one persona) selection /x)nc (1 02, 103, 104). The personal 
selection zones are disposed within a strip to be displayed around a periphery of a screen. There 
is also apreseniation zone \ 08 for presenting information selecied ai the personal .-^lection zone. 

Claim 24 recites that ihc peraonal selcctitm zone is a flow zone 102 comprising a moving 
list of links 103. More information about how the flow zxine works in the prcfeiied embodiment 
is to be found in tJie specification, e-g. at page 6. line 22 through page 7, line 11.

Claim 25 recites that the display elements comprise at least one flow control element 1 04 
adjacent to each flow zone. More intoTTnation about flow contiol in the prefejTea embodiment is 
to be found in the specificatioD, e.g. at page 6, line 26 through page 7, line 7. 

Claim 27 depends from claim 26, 24 & 23, and recites that the control zones comprise 

• an agent zone 1 05 for selecting filtering agents for nitcrmg contents of the llow 
zone 102; 

• a mode zone 107 for altering a formal of other zones; and 

• an annotation 2one 11 5 for annotating infonnalion in the presentation zone. 
More information about the preferred embodiment for these zones may be found in the 
specification, e.g. at the bottom of page 7 and top of page 8. 

Claim 28 depends from claim 23. Claim 28 recites that claim 23 further comprises at 
least one token zone 110. The token zone i» for disiplaying personal links. The personal links 
may be drageed to other zones to affect what is displayed in the other zones. More infonnation 
about the preferred embodiment ofthe token zone is to be found in the specification, e.g. aipage 
8, Iines6-T7. 

Claim 29 depends on claim 28 and further recites that the token zone ia in the form of a 
caroasel. The preferred embodiment is discu.sscd in the specification, e.g. at page 8, lines 1 1-14. 
Tt is to be noted that the term carousel is used in the specification in a very conventional way to 
mean a roundish thing that rotates or can be rotated. 

Claim 30 recites a table comprising the user interlace of claim 23. The table is adapted 
for a respective user to sit adjacent to each personal selection zone. Tbh is shown at Fig. i of the 
application and discussed in the spec at various places including page 6, Unes 14-2 1 . 
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VI. GROUNDS or REJECTION TO TiR RiiVlHWED ON APPL:AL 
The art rejections are all to be reviewed on appeal. 

VIL THE ARGUMENT 
Claim 23 

Claim 23 recites that the screen is for use **in a horizontal plane." 

The Examiner cites Flutka for this limitation, Flutka shows a screen which is in a nearly 
vertical position surrounded by a three-dimensional desk tliat has a horizontal top surface. Tlie 
Examiner believes thai this screen is "in a horizontal plane." Th\H is simply not correct English 
usage. In tlie languaije of mathemmicsj a plane is a two dimensional consirucL Points cannot be 
la a plane unless they are in that construct. Being surrounded by a three dimensional object that 
has a horizontal surrace is not ihc same as being '^in a plane.'' Applicant has made a submission 
of a portion of a high school geometry text book, pursuant to 37 CFR 41 .33(d)(1 ), demonstrating 
correct usage of this mathematical language.^ 

Moreover, PhiUip^; v. AWH Corp . 415 F.3d 1303; 2005 U.S. App. LEXIS 13954: 75 
U.S.P.Q.2D (BNA) 1321, (Fed. Cir. July 12, 2005, decided, as amended July 14, 2005) looks to 
the specification and drawing of the application as the primary source of meaning for disputed 
terms. Here, the application shows thai the screen itself is horizontal^ being part of the table top. 



* AppJicants do not yet knyw whether the reqiiest has been granted^ so the submission k included provisionally 
herein as an appendix. Since the pages are fironi a published bookj Apph'cants rcspcctiUIly submit that the Board can 
take judiciiiJ noiice of them m any cane. 
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Applicani*^ accordingly respectftiHy submil that the i-xaminer misconstrues the Flutka 
reference and the claim language. The Flutka screen camiol be fairly stated to be adapted for use 
in a horizontal plane. 

Claim 23 further recites a personal selection zone around a periphery of u screen. Such a 
placement has a particular limctional advantage in a horizontal screen, because the periphery is 
more readily accessible to the user of the horiiiontal screen. 

The Exammcr cites Straub for this limitaLitm. While Straub shows a menu strip along 
one side of a vertical screen at 144, Applicants rcspectfiilly submit that this faiJs lo teach or 
suggest the claim limitation, because in Ihe vertical context the strip fails to have the ftinctional 
advantage thai ii would have in the horizontal context. 

Accordingly, Applicants rcspccljuUy submit that the combination of these references is an 
improper hindsight reconstruction in light of Applicajits' disclosure, especially since they are 
both deficient in lacking a recitation of a screen adapted for use /» a horizontal plane. 

C.-laim 24 

Claim 24 recites that a Mow /one with a moving list of links. In other words, the links 
are flowing. 

Against this recitation the Examiner cites Straub, fig. 5 and col. 8, lines 53-56 and lines 
60-67. Applicants have reviewed these sections and the ligure elements cited. Applicants do not 
find therein any teaching or suggestion of a moving list of links. Tlie text says that the channels 
are displayed automatically, i his does not mean that any list of linkfi is moving . As far as 
Applicants can tell, the channels displayed do not flow; but are, instead, stationary awaiting 
scrolling in response lo user 5;election of a scroll buttons 162 and 164. 
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Applicants rcspectfiilly submit thai the HKamincr has failed to make a prima facie case 
against claim 24. 

Claim 25 

This claim recites a flow control element, in other words an clement for controlling the 

flow. 

Against Lhb recitation, the Examiner njcites the scrolhng buttons 162 and 164 in Fig. 5 of 
Straub, along with col. 9, lines 5-8 and lincfs 24-32. 

The latter selection by the Examiner docs not make sense. Lines 24-32 relate to fast 
forward, pause and reverse of the presentation element 140, not to controlling flow in the channel 
selection display arca 1 44. The Examiner needs to make up his mind as to whether he is reading 
the flow zone as aUcgcdIy being in area 140 or el&e in area 144 ofthc reference. 

As (X) the seroH buttons 1 62 and 1 64, which the Examiner cites, ihey relate to the channel 
selection area 140, not to area 1 44. The control area for zone 140 is not shown, per ayl 9, lines 
24-25. 

Then: is also a subtle disTlnetion here between a scroll button, which can move a 
stationary display and a flow control element. In tlie context ofthc specification, see again the 
PMHes case cited above, flow control relates to controlling a flowing display - particularly, in 
the pn?ferred embodiment, the How of die control zone. Applicants acct)rdingly respectfully 
submit that the ^ilow control" claim language of claim 25 cannot be properly read on the scroll 
buttons of Straub. 

Applicants accordingly respectfiilly submit that the Examiner has failed to present a 
prima facie case against claim 25.

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Claim 27 

Applicants respectfully submit that the rejection here fails to fjatisiiV 37 CFK 1.104 (c)(ii). 
The Examiner reads one of three dilTerenl zones on a drawing clement namely the amiotation 
zone on element 198, but fails to indicate where the other two zones allegedly appear in Lhe 
reference. 

With irspcct to tlic lumotation zone, the Examiner cites l-ig- 7, clement 198 and col. 9, 
lines 1 8-23, col. 1 0, lines 5-1 5 and lines 32-48. The section in column 9 does not seem to relate 
to ligiire 7 at iilK so it is not clear what the Examiner is getting at here. The Examiner then cites 
column 10, lines 5-15 which relate to Hgure 17, not 7. Then the Fxaminer citefj col. 10, h'nes 32- 
48, which do at least relate to element 198 of figure 7. However, this section and element 198 
appear to relate U) chtKi.^ing what is to be displayed on the screen &om amongst options provided, 
not to annotating what is on the screen. The speciJicalion explains, e.g. at page 8, Hnes 18-28^ 
that annotation is Just what one would conventionally understand annotation to be. Tools such as 
keyboard, pen or voice can be used to add a nnotations to provided content. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully submit thut the KxtimiTier has failed to prove even that the reference 
teaches or suggests ail annotation zone. 

With respect to the other zones, mode & agent. Applicants are unable to determine what 
the Examiner thinks is a mode zone or an agent zone in the reference. Perhaps the Examiner is 
reading all three recited zones on the single element 198 In the reference? If so. Applicants 
respectfully submit that this is improper. 

In an attempt to better explain the meaning of an agent Applicants submitted a definition 
of the term that was found on the Internet, A ccrpy of tliat definition is included here in the 
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evidence appendix. An agent is a pK)gniTD in backuround gathering inlbrmatjon. A channel 
guide is in the foreground. Applicants respectfully submit lhai a channel guide fails lo teach or 
suggest a filtering agent. 

Apphcants accordingly respectfully submit that the Examiner has failed to present a 
prima facie case against claim 27. 

ClamUS 

This claijn recites a token zone. The token zone is for displaying personal links. 

I'hc Examiner alleges that the zone 144 is the token zone m Straub. However this is the 
same zone that the Examiner cites for the flow zone. Applicants retspectfully submit thai it is 
improper for the Examiner to cite the same element of tlie reference against two sepamte 
elcincnts of the claims. 

The Examiner reads ihc "personal links" recitation on elements 1 52 and 154 of the 
reference. These elements arc not even displayed in the /one 144, which the Examiner says is 
the token zonc» contrary to the claim recitation. Moreover, the text of the reference, at least at 
col. 8, line 34 ct seq. docs not appear to tcjich or suggest that elements 152 and 154 are even 
links. The entire teaser is said to be a link, but not the individual portions ol' the picture. 

Moreover, elements 1 52 and 154 are already in the presentation zone 140. It is not clear 
how they could adect what is displayed in other zones as required by the recitations of claim 28. 

ITic Examiner cites Barrus 6,693,652, Fig. 15 and col. 25, line 55 ihrougti coi. 26, line 6 
for dragging links to alter a display. The Barrus reference is a large reference ajid this an 
obscure part at the end. It is not clear how one of ordinary skill in the art would find this section 
of Barrus and apply il to the teachings of the other references. Applicants respectfully submit 
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thai ihe only way the Examiner found Barms W4U> by a keyword search on Applicants claims, not 
because of the teachings or suggestions of tlie other references. Applicants respectllilly submit 
that this is an impermissible hindsight reconstruction iwiing Applicant*;' claims as a roadmap, 
which has been ruled improper, please see In re lee, 277 F. 3d, 1338, 61 U.S.P.Q. 2d (BNA) 
1430 (Fed, Cir 2002) and Ruiz v. A, B. Chance Co, ,

Applicanis accordingly respectfully submit thai the Examiner has failed to present a 
prhna facie case against claim 28, 

Claim29 

The rejection oP claim 29 is confusing. It appears to be mis-numbered as claim 28 on 
page 4 of the oClice action. However, if that is a rejection of claim 29, then why isn't it also 
rejected over Barms, as chiim 28 is lower down on the page, since claim 29 depends on claim 
28? Applicants accordingly respectfully submit that the rejection of this claim fails to satisfy 37 
CFR 1,104. 

The Examiner fiuther stales that Straub shows a carousel at Fig. 5, zone 144, eol. 8, lines 
39-43 and Imes 58-63. Zone 144 is the portion of the display that the Examiner says is the 
personal selection zone. How can it also be the token xcme? Moreover, the zone 1 44 is in the 
ioim of a strip, not a carousel. Applicants have reviewed the sections cited here and Imd nu 
indication that the icons in the strip are rotatable the wfay a cai'ousel is. 

Applicants accordingly respectfully submit that the Examiner has failed to present a 
prima facie case against claim 29. 
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Claim 30 

ClainT 30 recites a tabic adapted iXn a respective user to sit adjacent to each personal 
selection zone. 

In the StTdub reference, the zone 144 referred to by the ExamiTier is amuiged vertically 
along the right side of the screen. In the Flutka reference, there is a keyboard and part of a desk 
between the user and the screen. If the vertical strip of Straub were hypotheijcally lo be 
displayed on the screen of Flutka, Applicants do not understand how a user could sit adjacent lo 
it. The long part of the desk would interfere with ihe user's ability to even see tlie screen from 
lhal side. 

Applicants accordingly rcspcctftiUy submit that the Examiner has failed to make a prima 
facw case against claim 30. 
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VI!!. CONCT USION 

Applicants respectfully submit thai they have answered each issue raised by the iixaminer 
and that the application is uccordingly in condition for allowance. Such allowance is therefore 

respectfully requested.
